_____ CHARITY FUNDS GO UP IN SMOKE 

The Hamptons Police Department has launched 
_aComeSupportMe.com campaign to raise money 
for those ripped off by predatory campaigns on 
the same platform. 

“We recently received complaints about a series 
‘of scam ComeSupportMe.com campaigns in the 
_ area, but we really have no legal recourse to do 
anything because these victims gave of their 
own volition,” HPD spokesman Rex Gallant said 
on Tuesday. “So the department decided to do 
what we could for these poor, blindly giving 
souls. We’re asking the vant to help make 
them whole.” 

_ The campaigns deemed “predatory” were, 
essentially, created by or for people who don’t 
want to work. Gallant pointed out that some of 
these campaigners would use a minor incident 
or malady as their reason for starting it in the 
first place, though none were actually doing 
anything to find work or better their situation. 


Instead, they simply hoped others would fund 


their lifestyle of playing video games, smoking 
expensive cigarettes and getting new tattoos. 


“Tf you can afford to do nothing but 
get tattoos and play video games all 
day, we're pretty certain you're not 
desperate enough to require charity,” 
Gallant said. “At least our campaign 
is helping people who did something 
stupidly kindhearted instead of the 
lazy and entitled.” 


CALL OF THE ABSURD 

Dozens of East End. residents were 
cited last week for resisting arrest 
and overcrowding two _ busses 
heading ‘toward Hollywood, where 
they planned to protest the hiring of 
human actors to play dogs in a new 
blockbuster movie based on a classic 
novel. Hamptons Police Department officers 
stopped the pair of busses near the western edge 
of Southampton on Sunday when they noticed 
the outrageous number of passengers stuffed 
inside them. 

“It appears these people, calling themselves 
Acting for Truth are pretty insanely passionate 
about actors not acting too much,” Officer 
Rex Darold said on Wednesday, recalling the 
passengers’ unwillingness to exit their busses.

How Gardiners Island Communicated with Mainland in the 17th Century 


AWinDY With SMOKE Signals? 


BY DAN RATTINER 


ardiners Island was settled in 1639 by an 
Englishman named Lion Gardiner, who 
bought it from the Montaukett Indians. He 
came here from Connecticut with his wife and 
children, his servants and slaves, his workmen 
and farmers, and, as a result of a charter granted 
by the King of England, he became the proprietor 
of what, for a short time, was the fifth American 
colony. The others were Massachusetts, Virginia, 
Connecticut and Maryland—New York did not 
receive its charter until 1676. 
And those who settled on Long Island, one 


year after Gardiner settled Gardiners Island, 
did not get chartered, and so for important 
business deferred to Connecticut. For example, 


when the wife of one of the townspeople in East 


Hampton was accused of being a witch, she was 
taken to Connecticut and put on trial, because 
being a witch could get you burned at the stake. 
Towns were not authorized to decide capital 
punishment cases. 

A witch could be burned at the stake at the 
colony of Gardiners Island, though. In fact, when 
one servant murdered another on Gardiners 
Island in the late 1600s, the Lord of the Manor at 
that time, John Gardiner, decided the murderer

should be hung, and he was. Robert D.L. 
Gardiner, who from 1953 to 2004 was the Lord 
of the Manor, once pointed out to me the tree 
where the man was hung. Eventually, however, 
after New York was chartered, Gardiners Island 
was swallowed up by the Province of New York. 
It is now a privately owned part of East Hampton 
Township in New York State. 

Another interesting fact about Gardiners Island 
is the ownership of the waters around the island. 
The original 1639 charter says the Gardiner 
ownership extends as far out from the main 
island as an ox can walk before the water comes 
up to its underbelly.

Surfing, Signage, an Overweight Refrigerator Lady and a Stuffed Dog

here are numerous 

laws on the books of 
villages in the Hamptons 
that are from bygone 
eras that make little 
sense today. But they 
remain in place. And are 
almost never enforced. 
They are considered 
charming. They give a _ 
place character. 

For example, there’s 
a law in Westhampton 
- Beach that requires 
surfers to buy surfing 
permits and attach an 
identification badge to 
their bathing suits before 
going out to the ocean in 
that town. This law was 
put on the books nearly © 
half a century ago, when 
_surfing there was new and 
likely some overzealous 
mayor thought it would 
open up a source of 
revenue. It was discovered 
on the books last summer 
and, though never enforced, became the subject 
of a village board meeting to consider repealing 
it. But it failed. Too charming? 

Another charming law in Southampton 
is even older. Because the _ prudish 
church-going people of the Victorian era became 
alarmed that beachgoers in bathing attire were 
to be seen walking the streets of downtown, 
they saw to the passing of a law requiring that 
on public streets people were ordered to cover 
their bodies with opaque clothing between the top 
of the nipple and down to halfway between the 
- hip and the knee. An exemption 
to the law was allowed within 
100 yards of the sea. But 
beyond that, keep it covered. 
What can I say. It was 1890. 
Though the law is no longer 
enforced, there are signs 
downtown on _ poles _ that 
read, “obey our proper apparel 
laws.” And it’s just fine that they 
are there. 

In East Hampton, beginning 
about 1905, a group called the 
Ladies Village Improvement 
Society, when not fighting 
for laws to prohibit serving 
alcohol or giving women the 
vote, took it upon themselves to 
police Main Street and Newtown 
Lane, keeping these streets 
festooned with flowers and street furniture, and 
prohibiting large signs in stores that said SALE or 
40% OFF or otherwise promoted stores placing 
wares in front of their shops, thus interfering with 
the beauty of the neighborhood. Their methods

included sending blue-haired ladies into shops 
to demand that offensive material be removed 
or boycotts would follow. But they also got a law 
put on the books that made it illegal to place 
anything intended “to attract attention of the 
public” outside their storefronts. And the law is 
still there. 

Just before Thanksgiving, code enforcement 
officer Robert Jahoda issued a pair of 
summonses to Colleen Moeller, the owner of 
the baby store Petit Bleu on Park Place in East 
Hampton, for placing a sign reading WELCOME 
around the neck of one 
of the two stuffed golden 
retrievers, about three feet 
tall,. next to her front door. 
She contested the summons 
in court in mid-December. 

At the trial last week, 
The East Hampton Star 
reported, her lawyer said the 
code was too confusing to 
be enforceable, so he placed 
a green WELCOME mat 
on the floor and said that 
because of its bright colors, 
it could be ripe for a 
summons, which could lead 
to a fine up to $1,000 and 
15 days in jail. 

The ordinance reads, 
“No signs...used to advertise 
or attract the attention of the public shall be 
displayed out of doors.” 

Judge Lisa Rana reserved decision. 

I’ve been involved with two instances of 
Taste Police activity in East Hampton over 


the years. 

One took place around 1970. The Supreme 
Court had ruled that pornography could be art. 
And so barriers were falling everywhere. One 
day, on Main Street, a giant wall poster appeared 
in a souvenir store three doors down from the 
movie theater. It was a poster of a life-size, 
extremely overweight naked woman, full frontal, 
taped inside the window, facing the street. A card 
next to it declared it was intended for refrigerator 
doors. Go down for a midnight snack from the 
fridge and see if you really wanted that ice cream 
after seeing this poster. The LVIS went crazy. 
The owner of the store never backed down. He 
wanted a trial. But before the trial happened a 
year later, he passed away. Struck down, perhaps, 
by the lord, some said. 

The other incident I saw personally. It was the 
first summer of the Hamptons International Film 
Festival, in 1992, and out front of the theater 
you could see, coming down Main Street from 
the west, a beautiful young woman wearing a 
spangled, skin-hugging costume on a bicycle. She . 
had giant diaphanous wings sticking out above 
and alongside, four feet in each direction. Every 
time she pedaled, wooden sticks attached to her 
boots at one end and her wings at the other would 
make the wings flap. An elderly woman in front 
of the theater stepped out into the street to block 
her path. 

“What is this?” she asked. . 

“[m promoting a movie,” the young woman 
said. “Its playing today at the festival.” 

“Well, young lady,” the elderly woman said, 
“you just turn your little self around and pedal 
right back to where you came from.”

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How Goes It? 


_ Report from Block Island About Offshore Windfarm Giving them Electricity 
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he first offshore windfarm in America began 

to create electric power from wind four miles 
off the shore of Block Island in 2016. It provides 
all the electricity to that island. Block Island is 
visible off Montauk, but as it is part of Rhode 
Island, not too much was in the news about it 
here on Long Island. 

On the other hand, I followed the news about 
it closely, not only because I think wind power 
a wonderful idea, but because 50 years ago 
I founded The Block Island Times—the first 
newspaper on that island and the newspaper 
of record today—and spent considerable time 
there. Although I sold the paper 12 years after 
I founded it, I have followed the news on 
that island all these years every week in its 
pages. What did the islanders think of having 
wind turbines just offshore when they were 
first proposed? 

Well, many were against it. The five wind 
turbines would disrupt fishing, some argued, and 
the fish would be scared away. The underwater 
cable would be a danger when it came under the 
beach and up onto the ashore, people believed. 
Other arguments included fears that there would 
be structures built on the beach where none had 
been before, the tourists would be scared away 
by the sight of these wind turbines, and the price 
of electricity per kilowatt would soar through 
the ceiling. Many people on the island they were 
just fine with the diesel-powered generators that 
provided all the power. Leave it alone. Why 
replace this with wind power? 

And whoever heard of this Deepwater Wind 
company that would be doing this, others said. 


They never did this before. What if they went out 
of business? 

Well, the installation went ahead anyway. 

Last summer, I read (in The Block Island 
Times) that the cable from the turbines. to the 
shore had become partly exposed underwater. 
It was not remaining four to six feet beneath 
the floor of the ocean, as it was supposed to 
be. Shifting sands had exposed it. Now there 
were buoys marking the 50 or so yards where 
it had become exposed, warning people to 
stay away. ; 

I read about a town meeting with Orsted, 
the Danish company that has installed wind 
turbines around the world and which had 
acquired Deepwater Wind and was now handling 
the Block Island operation. Yes, apparently, 
the original cable installation would need to 
be fixed, but it would take a year or more, 
according to estimates. They would be doing 
horizontal directional drilling and dealing with 
issues created by the bedrock. And no, it was 
reported, there was no danger from the exposed 
cable. It was very well insulated and protected. 
Many electric cables crisscross underwater in the 
northeast power grid. 

As a result of all this, and considering 
there is now a proposal by Orsted to build a 
15-turbine windfarm off Montauk, I thought 
to call the editor of The Block Island Times, 
Lars Trolson, a man I have never met, and 
ask him some questions. Here’s the result of 
that interview. 

DAN: Where is the exposed cable? 

LARS: It is exposed underwater but on top of 
the sand. 

DAN: Can you see it from shore? 


LARS: No. The sea offshore the beach is 
very shallow, so to see it, you wade out to it and 
there it is at your feet underwater. I’ve stood on 
top of it. 

DAN: So it’s not dangerous? 

LARS: No, it is tightly insulated. And it’s easy 
to stand on. It’s big. 

DAN: How big? 

LARS: It’s about a foot in diameter. The water 
is pretty clear. That’s how bathers discovered it. 

DAN: Then why the buoys? 

LARS: To keep boats away. An anchor 
might damage it. A sharp sailboat keel might 
damage it. 

DAN: Has the installation impacted fishing? 

LARS: It has: Fish are attracted to the 
underwater turbine platforms. It’s like they 
are attracted to underwater shipwrecks. The 
platforms swarm with fish. 

DAN: Has the cost of electricity gone up or 
down? 

LARS: Some users find it higher, some find it 
lower. Overall, I’d say it’s about even with what 
we were paying before with the diesels. 

DAN: Has it affected tourism? 

LARS: Tourists pay to take boat rides 
out to see the turbines up close. They are 
new attractions.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON TAUGHT US HOW TO SAY GOODBYE 


A Beacon of Hope: George Washington's East End Legacy

t is somewhat surprising, given his singular 
position in the history of our nation and the 
fact that the man is pretty much responsible 
for the creation of the Montauk Lighthouse, 


that George Washington is not more honored, 


celebrated, toasted—pick whatever word you 
like that invokes pomp and circumstance and 
maybe even a few parties—here in the Hamptons, 
especially around his birthday. February 22 
comes and goes each year, and aside from a 
festive parade in Greenport, there isn’t much in 
the way of props or shout-outs. Even beyond this 
holiday, George’s Lighthouse Café in Montauk is 
about the only business that puts his name on the 
marquee, offering a brilliant view of the light and 
the waters below and carrying the torch for this 
most East End of Founding Fathers. 

It is well known that Washington commissioned 
the Montauk Lighthouse, one of our fledgling 
nation’s first public works projects, in 1792, and 
that it was begun and completed in 1796 (that 
a government project could be completed so 
quickly is certainly a point to ponder). Finally, 
in 2012, it was named a National Historic 
Landmark. Thousands upon thousands of people 
from all over the world visit every year, ascending 
its 137 steps to the top and circumnavigating the 
boulder-laden point below. It stands as our own 
Washington Monument, in a sense, a symbol of 
the East End, a beacon and a reminder that there 
are rough waters and rocky shores from which 
we all need warning and protection every now 
and then. 

That fateful year of 1796, the first U.S. president 
also decided that two terms was enough for

anyone to hold that office and declined to run 
again, despite great outcry from myriad factions. 
Published in various papers—it was not actually 
spoken by Washington himself to an audience— 
and penned with help from James Madison and 
Alexander Hamilton, the address proved both 
powerful for the young country and prescient for 
the nation it would become. 

In what must surely be one of the most 
underplayed traditions of our federal government, 
Washington’s farewell address—originally titled 
“The Address of General Washington to the 
People of the United States on his Declining of 
the Presidency of the United States”—is read, in 
its entirety, on the floor of the U.S. Senate every 
year on his birthday (or thereabouts—this year’s 


recitation will take place on Monday, February 
24). The practice began as a salve to the strife 
of the Civil War in 1862, was repeated six years 
later on the centennial of the Constitution’s 
ratification, and has been an annual rite 
since 1896. 

Each year a single senator is selected to do the 
honors, bringing to life the 7,641words spoken by 
Washington and, in theory, reminding the nation 
of his vision as well as fears and concerns for our 
future. He warned against the threat of foreign 
governments interfering in our affairs, of the 
rise of despotism and factionalism via political 
parties, “against the baneful effects of the Spirit 
of Party, generally...The alternate domination of 
one faction over another, sharpened by the spirit 
of revenge natural to party dissension...,” of his 
belief in the Constitution and the power of our 
unity as a people. 

“The happiness of the people of these states, 
under the auspices of liberty, may be made 
complete, by so careful a preservation and so 
prudent a use of this blessing as will require 
to them the glory of recommending it to the 
applause, the affection, and adoption of every 
nation, which is yet a stranger to it.” 

Perhaps next year a new tradition will emerge. 
On February 22, or even February 11, which 
was Washington’s first birthday (another tale, 
another time), people will gather for a reading 
of Washington’s farewell address beneath the 
shadow of the Montauk Lighthouse. A new 
tradition born of two lasting legacies to keep us 
off rocky shores, not partisan or driven by special 
interest, but rather “offered to you with the 
more freedom, as you can only see in them the 
disinterested warnings of a parting friend.” &

This Week's Couer Auist: Joseph Reboli 


THE WORKS OF JOSEPH REBOLI GLOW WITH LIGHT AND WONDER 


his week’s cover isa piece by the late Joseph Reboli, whose eponymous 

gallery is currently hosting Dan’s Covers, a celebration of the iconic 
artwork featured on Dan’s Papers since 1987. On Friday, February 21, the 
Reboli Center will host an artist reception and talk by Dan’s Hamptons 
Media President Eric Feil, who will discuss the rich history of Dan’s Papers’ 
cover art, of which Reboli has been a featured part. 

Born in Port Jefferson in 1945, Reboli was known for his oil paintings 
of Long Island landscapes, many from the Three Village community. His 
work was shown at several galleries, including Gallery North in Setauket, 
which even held a plein air painting event annually inspired by his work, 
the Joseph Reboli Wet Paint Festival. In 1999, the White House Historical 
Association hosted the White House Impressions: The President’s House 
Through the Eye of the Artist exhibit at the White House Visitor Center in 
Washington, D.C., where Reboli represented New York as one of the original 
13 states. His contribution to the event was even reproduced in a White 
House commemorative calendar. The Reboli Center for Art and History in 
Stony Brook was founded as a way to honor the talented artist, who died 
in 2004. 

Dan’s Covers, which also features the work of Casey Chalet Anderson, Marc 
Dalessio, Keith Mantell, Lynn Mara, Lynn Matsuoka, Mickey Paraskevas, 
Dan Pollera, Doug Reina, Gia Schifano, Mike Stanko, Ty Stroudsburg and 
Charles Wildbank, is the brainchild of Reboli’s wife and Reboli Center 
President, Lois Reboli. “Joe: was delighted to be on the cover of Dan’s 
Papers,” she says. “He was honored to be in the company of so many other 
wonderful artists.... Joe’s paintings, while images of our everyday world, 
manage to capture a ‘moment in time.’ His mastery of light heightens our 
discovery of reality. His luminous renderings infuse the mundane with an 


aura of wonder. No object was too familiar or humble for his transforming 
touch and his canvases glow with unmistakable light.”

The Splendid and. the Vite: Exik Laxson Exploves Chumhil 


LONDON IN THE AFTERMATH OF THE BLITZ; AUTHOR ERIK LARSON 


outhampton resident and bestselling author of 

The Devil in the White City and Dead Wake 
Erik Larson is the first to admit that he’s dipping 
into a crowded pool with his latest subject, Winston 
Churchill. But Larson’s new book, The Splendid and 
the Vile (out on February 25), examines the beloved 
British statesman through a fresh lens, sharpening its 
focus on the man’s remarkable first year as England’s 
prime minister from May of 1940 to 1941 and the early 
days of World War II. __ 

This fraught period was defined by months of 
brutal bombings, killing some 45,000 Brits—30,000 
of them in London alone—during Germany’s Blitz, 
but it was also a time of great heroism and resolve as 
Churchill led his country through the fear, and never 
capitulated to Hitler’s aggression. Larson captures it all 
in his meticulously researched and riveting narrative 
style, while offering new insights into Churchill and, 
specifically, his close cadre of advisers and family 
members who were vital to his success. 

As Larson tells it, his inspiration for The Splendid 
and the Vile didn’t come during a trip to London or 
the battlefields of WWII, but rather when he and his 
wife, neonatologist Dr. Christine Gleason, began the 
process of moving to Manhattan from Seattle in 2014. 
“T had kind of an epiphany about 9-11,” the author says, 
describing how his thoughts arrived on London and 
the Blitz. “In Seattle we watched [9-11] unfold on CNN 
in real time, and as horrific as it was, when I got to New 
York, I realized the experience of New Yorkers was an 
order of magnitude worse. Not only was everything 
live and in your face, from smoke to ambulances, to 
fire trucks screaming down Fifth Avenue, but it was 
also that sense of violation. This was your home city 
that was attacked,” he explains. “I got to thinking, what 
must have it been like in London to have essentially 
57 consecutive 9-11s during the German air campaign 
against Britain?” 

Larson asked, “How do you go about surviving 
that?” before eventually looking to Churchill, “the 
quintessential Londoner” at that time. “How did he do 
it? Not only did he have to endure this bombing, but he 
also had to direct the British side of a world war.” From 


there, Larson’s vision quickly took shape. 

“Once you have a reasonably fresh Bhi ety on 
something that many other people have written about 
before, you see it in a new way,” he says, noting that 
this new window colors the hunt for historic documents 
and material, which will inevitably reveal morsels 
other scholars and historians may have overlooked. 


This was indeed the case when Larson dug into the. 


National Archives of the UK, the United States Library 
of Congress and similar repositories of historic papers. 
Meanwhile, he avoided going too deep into other 
books about his subject—and there are 
many. “I knew there had been tons of 
stuff written about Churchill, obviously, 
but I guess I didn’t really appreciate 
the sheer amount of it,” Larson muses. 
“You could not read everything, even if 
you devoted a decade to doing so. And 
honestly, if you devoted the decade you 
still wouldn’t be able to do it, because 10 
years out there’d be another 20 books.” 
Perhaps most importantly, Larson 
gained privileged access to a diary 
written by Churchill’s daughter Mary, 
who was just 17 years old at the start 
of his book. “I was given the very rare 
right to look at and use [Mary’s] diary 
by her daughter Emma Soames,” he 
says, noting that Soames became a fan 
after reading his “respectful portrait of Churchill” in 
Dead Wake, Larson’s 2015 book about the ill-fated 
Lusitania. “According to the head of the Churchill 
Archives Center, I am one of two scholars who have 
actually seen this diary—honestly, I think that’s what 
makes the book,” he adds. “She was a very detailed and 
accurate observer, and she kept this diary religiously 
every single day, but she was also a very articulate 
writer full of insights into the times.” Of course she 
also offered a true insider’s view of her vaunted father. 
Through Mary’s writings, recently declassified 
files, intelligence reports and the unearthed words 
of Churchill’s wife, children and “secret circle” of 
advisers—including his private secretary John

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Colville, newspaper baron Lord Beaverbrook and 
science adviser Frederick Lindemann—The Splendid 
and the Vile delivers a unique perspective on the 
prime minister’s profusely chronicled life. Churchill’s 
controversial order, for example, to bomb the French 
fleet at Mers el-Kebir on July 3, 1940 to stop it from 
falling into German hands, is shown to have been 
painfully difficult for him. His actions resulted in 
the death of 1,300 French sailors, who were allies of 
Britain, but the move also proved Churchill would do 
whatever it took to triumph over his enemies. “I don’t 
_ think its true meaning and the character 
of it have really been given their. due 
weight,” Larson says, noting this attack 
was the moment America, and probably 
Germany, knew England would fight 
for the duration. But he. might not 
have done it. without support, and 
the book offers a detailed narrative of 
Churchill’s struggle to arrive at his final 
., conclusion. “It says a lot about how 
Be much Churchill needed his advisers, 
== how close he and Beaverbrook were, and 
8 also how passionately Churchill felt the 
= more tragic aspects of war. War thrilled 
. 5 him, there is no question, but he was 

& not a sociopath.” 
The Splendid and the Vile is an 
engaging read and a valuable addition 
to the Churchill canon, as well as the historic record 
of Britain’s early role in World War II. And, thanks to 
Larson’s efforts, the book paints indelible new strokes 
on history’s picture of the great man. “What was 
compelling about Churchill was that from the start he 
had this incredible confidence that Britain in the long 
run would be victorious. How he had such confidence, 
how he got that, I don’t know,” Larson says. “I think it 
cuts to something very fundamental, and that would 
be character. Wherever that comes from, your guess 
is as good as mine. But he had that depth of character 
that let him be confident. from the start that Britain 

would prevail.” ft

ubilation abounds at Theatre Three in Port Jefferson 

currently celebrating its 50th year. Their landmark 
season is in full bloom with a dazzling production of 
Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor Dreamcoat. 

The writing team of Andrew Lloyd Webber and 
Tim Rice found success 50 years ago with their shows 
based on biblical themes. Riding on the coattails of 
their collaboration on Jesus Christ Superstar, Joseph 
is based on the story of Joseph in the Bible’s Book 
of Genesis. We meet the narrator, played by Sari 
Feldman, who gives a tour-de-force performance as she 
relates Joseph’s story to the children’s choir (weaving 
sweet tones, they are dressed in tie-dye t-shirts and 
assembled on.bleachers), as well as the audience at 
large. She tells of Joseph, portrayed by C.J.- Russo 
(engaging in this leading role of the dreamer), who is 
capable of interpreting dreams and telling the future, 
including his prediction that he is destined to rule over 
his brothers. This prediction threatens his 11 brothers, 
who are additionally jealous since their father, Jacob 
(Douglas J. Quattrock, a Theatre Three staple) has 
shown outward favor by gifting Joseph with a coat of 
many colors. The jealous sell Joseph as a slave to some 
passing Ishmaelites who take him in chains to Egypt. 

In “One More Angel in Heaven,” the remaining 
11 sons make up a very tall tale for their father, relating 
how Joseph died. Their barely controlled joy is comical 
with the son Reuben, Eric J. Hughes, trying to contain 
his effervescence through mock sadness. Hughes gives 
a standout performance with his comedic timing, rich 
vocals and lithe dancing. 

In Egypt, Joseph is the slave to a rich man, Potiphar 
(an animated Quattrock). Joseph is favored by his 
owner and is allowed to rise through the ranks until 
Mrs. Potiphar (Nicole Bianco, sensual with high kicks

and an amazing split) makes advances toward him 
and the two are caught by Potiphar, who immediately 
throws Joseph in jail. 

Joseph meets two prisoners, ‘the Baker (Ryan 
Worrell) and the Butler (Kyle Breitenbach), both former 
servants of the Pharaoh who relate their disquieting 
dreams. Joseph interprets the dreams and gives good 
news to the Butler that he will return to service but tells 
the Baker that he is destined for execution. 

The Pharaoh (Andrew Lenahan), decked out in Elvis 
Presley attire, confides in the Butler, who has returned 
to service, of his recurring dreams and desire for 
explanation. The Baker suggests a meeting with Joseph 
who will surely interpret them. 

Lenahan, in “Song of the King,” gives a lively 
Elvis performance replete with signature twists and 
turns. The Pharaoh is so impressed with Joseph, he 
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peep: at Theatre Three 


makes him the second most powerful man in the land. 

Joseph eventually meets up with his brothers when 
a famine strikes, leaving them starving and in dire 
need of help. Will he turn the other cheek, forgive his 
brothers and help them? See for yourself. 

Joseph did not receive worldwide recognition until 
after Rice and Lloyd Webber’s success with Jesus Christ 
Superstar. Joseph:started as a 15-minute pop cantata 
presented at Colet Court School in London, 1968, then 
in 1969, Decca Records recorded an expanded version. 

In 1970, Joseph received an amateur stage 
production in the United States. This was followed 
by the first American release of the album in 1971. 
The Edinburgh International Festival produced a 
35-minute production in 1972 which was later rewritten 
and expanded until it became an almost two-hour 
musical produced on Broadway in 1982. This enduring 
musical received several major revivals in the West 
End of London and on Broadway, national tours and a 
1999 film starring Donny Osmond. 

Theatre Three’s Joseph is a delicious technicolor 
explosion thanks to costume designer Ronald Green III 
and set designer Randy Parsons. 

Jean P. Sorbera’s choreography is high-spirited and 
bubbly. The orchestra, under the adroit direction of 
Gregory Franz, maneuvers through Lloyd Webber’s 
pop cantata appearing equally as comfortable with 
country western, calypso, French chanson and Elvis- 
style rock. And Jeffrey Sanzel’s energetic direction 
makes for a blissfully frenetic romp.
